SILVER 1S NOW THE ABSORBING TOPIC

Ity Probable Efvets Upon the Tusiness
World —Prominent Flunneiers Give Thelr

NEw Y ohK, dule 25 —Baakers reported an
easivr condition in the money mnrket this
moriing.  There were noextraorilinary ship
ments of currenyy reported up (o noon; no
telegraphic trunsfers of money had teen
made to San Fruncisvo—tho demand from
thnt section was belleved to be over-—and
the only thing noticed out of the ordinary
wis o lrge number of demands for redis-
counts from all over the country. The silver
question wus  the chilel topic of dlscussion
on Wall street.  Later in the day, however,
the cleaving house issued  £1,110,000 of clear-
fng houke loan certificates, making the total
Ssaued $6, 100,000,

The subtreasury transferred $115,000 to
Sun Francisco by telegraph in return for
gold deposited, 1t also received §200,000 in
gold and greenbacks i exechiange for cur-
rency of small denominstions, 'The froe
gold in the trensury Loday is just SO, 000, (N0,
No extraortinary shipment of vdrrency wis
mide to the country, either west or south,
by the banks or the subitreasury.

There wis mueh talk m Wall street as to
the retsons which prevénted the president
culling congress together immedintely. One
of the reports wns to tho effect that the
presidont, in couversation with o leading
member of the house, hna sald  that while
there wis no reasonuble doubt about there
being 1 omalority in the house favorable to
the repedl of the Sherman low, it was oy no
means certiin that a like result would fol-
low in tho senate. and that this uncertainty
of the senate was the principal factor
agminsy the enlling of au  extra scssion car-
ler than Septembor 4.

How Congress Stands.

An lptimite friend of the secrotary of tho
treasury, in conversation with a reporter
today, said that according to Mr. Carlisle o
canvass of the mewmbers of congress had
been made two months ago in behalf of Mr.
Clevelnna with the result that Ivwnas learned
that there was 4 wnjority of the house in
favor of the repeal of the Shermiun law, but
thnt in the sennto there was o majority of
twenty tho other way, It was belleved,
however, that enough senators (cleven uat
lenst) would be converted before Septem-
ber to enable o repeal measure to be pussed
fn the upper house,

An ex-tregsury oficinl was asked about
the influence of the stoppage of freo silver
colnage by the Indun mints amPsaid: *This
is o very complex question, and until we
know just exnetly what the Indiun  British
povernment's ntentions are, it is impossible
to discuss the question thoroughly.  1n some
respects. itmay possibly be a pood thing for
this country. Heretofore an English mer-
phant has een able to buy. say, o dollar's
worth of silyver for 68 cents nod have it
coined fnto £ (Indinn money), which would
buy # dollur’s worth of wheat and that guve
him a decided adyvantonge over the Amertcan,
The British government will no doubt try
to avold iterfering s far s possible with
commercinl  interests, not only in  ats
own dominions, but with the rest of the
world, It is always very consorvative,
silver coimn I8 still legat tender in India, but
the government 1s going to try to put the
country gradually on a gold Dasis, and, ns
fivsy step, his made the value of the rupees
1 shilling and 4 ponce, 1 this country
should stop the purchase of silver in Sep-
tember, 1 think it is very doubtful whether
the British gevernment would be able to
carry oul its plans to riise the price of
rupee apbove the arbiteary  value it has
now given to it. There is another ques.
tlon, too, as to which we are uninforuieda,
and which makes it difteult o discuss
the silver question at this time, that s the
wneertainty s to the British governmont’s
action in relition to council bills, How

Will Not Affect Businoss.

Henry W. Cannon, president of the Chase
Nutlonal bunk. and oue of the repriscnta-
tives of the United sStutes internitional
monetiry conferenvo, said today: YNe
closing of the Tndlin mints: w the free
colnnge of silver will not, in oy opinjon,
have uny innnedinte distressiug effeot upon
our trado or commerce, althiough 1t must,
of course, deprecinve the prico of the white
metnl.  Our mevcldnts, as o rule, can adjust
themselves to prices ocourring (o the cast
without auy serious  loss, una  the
United States 18 In better position to
stinid o deprrecuition in stlver than any other
conutry. Although the annual production of
silver fn this country is large, India and the
east, France ano the Latin usion are the
krgest hplders of silver money, and Eng-
land's attempr to place India upon o gold
basls moy not be succeessiul, us it appones
from the dispatenes thnt the rupee’s relation
to the sovereign will bo  similur to
the relation of the (soonlled) Bland #8711 ;-
Eruin dollne L tho gold dollar.
In other words Eogland is endeavoring to
establish n fixed ratio between eold and
silver for the transuction of business boe-
tween Herself and her depeondoney—Indla,
This will be o very diflcult woatter to ar-
rango to the satisfaction of tho poople of
Indin ang the waoulsclurers of  Great
Brituin,"

SETTLEMENT IN SIGHT,

What a FProm!nent Denverite Thinks of
the Present siiver Urisla,

Desvenr, June 28—\ prominont member of
the Clearing - House assochition today in
spoaking of the silver situstion sald: *The
closing of the mints of silver colnage in
India will precipitate the settlement of the
silver question, and, viewed from %his stand-
point, it is not o bo regrettod. It will not
weaken the cause of silver, nor will it shake
the conlidence of the frienas of free
voinage o ultimate suceess. The money
changers hivve but one wore point to gain
and thut is to socure the ropued of the Sher-
mian silver net: with’ that accomplished
evory impodiment that they hove declared
onstructed the paths of prosperity will be
swept awny and geocral relief o the poople
of the whole world will be the prompt sl
immedinte resull.  Iostend of this, howeyer,
universal ruin and baadlirupiey will follow,
and  the people will tuke the remoedy frito
their own hinnds and that remedy will be of
the heroie ardor.

“Iv may  well be doubted if it wonla be
rood policy to oppose the repenl of the Shere-
min wet any further. The friends of froe
comage will galun rathior than lose by noeed-
ing to the last dewiand of the monometnilists,
for there will then no longer be any room for
controversy. There beinge no money other
than gold and it being controded by o com-
parative Few, it will only  be employed to ex-
tort usurious interests for its use from those
who must subinit or be ralued. It does not
require the wisdom of a prophet to foretell
the result of such o conillition, Ninety-five per
cent of the people of the earth will then be
wado to thoroughly appreciate theie rela-
tions to the remalniog 6 per cent and
they will proceed to cqualize things. Just
what course thoy will pursue remiing to be
seen.

DROPPED FROM THE ROLLS.

Aetion Taken In the Cases of Peop'e Dirnws
Ing Penslong Frandulently.

Wasnixarox, June 28, —They are after the
fraudulons pensfoners. A list comprising
the names of a number of pensioners roe-
ommended by Commlissioner Lochren to be
dropped from the pension rolls has been
handed to Secretary’ Smith and he has ap-
proved the recommendntion,

It has been found upon investigation by
the pension bureau that the persous named
in the list are not entitled to draw pensions,
Among them are the names of cleven moen
now drawing pensiond, while the records of
the War department show conclusively that
they were deserters from the army nnd are
still desortors at large. One pensioner, it
Liss been discovered, wis nover in the mili-
ey servico at all, but has been drawing his
pension with regularity and dispatch just
the same. A number are dropped from the
rolls for not having served uinety davs, ns
the law requires; others dropped becsuse the
disability for which they are drawing pen-
sions iy the resulvof theirown vicious habits,
Soveral women who drew pensions ns sol-
dicers' widows are dropped beenuse they have
remarticd, and one woman will cease to
draw o pension because she Is living io “open
and notorious adultery.™

The work of examiniug the rolls with o
view to the detection of fraud will be prose-
cuted with vigor, and, #t tho sume time, tho
current issues will Lo earefally scrutinized
with the same obfect.  Secretary Smith and
Commissioner Lochren, while prosccuting
this work. renow the tssurances previously
given that Just as much carve whil be exer-
vised to secure  pensions for those who are
entitied to them under the laws as will be
used to provent froud.

Yellow Fever in Georgla.

Wasginaroy, June 28 —~Surgeon General
Wyman has been notified of the death from
yellow fever of the captain of the bark
Amta Berwynd, lying i the Satilla river,
Georgia, The bark had peen sent to the
United  States quarantine at Blackburn
islunds, off the coast of  Georgia, and placed
in chnrge of the marine hospital. 1t is not
known how many persons arc abonrd the
vessel, but the only other person of the
crew who is reported to be sivk is the cook,
and it is not certain that ho s afilicted with
the fever.

CLOSE OF KANSAS MADE CHAIRMAN

Permanent Organization Fasily Effected—
Some Tnolvidual Opinlons Freely Ex-
prossed ~Muach Enthusiasm Shown
by Those in Attendance,

LaxcoLy, dune 28— [Special o Tur Bee. ]
~Thoe north and south rallroad convention
assembled in Ropresentative hall av 2:80
o'viock this afterncon, Some thirty-odd
delegates only were present. The gallery
wis well Alled with spectators, a large num-
borof them being ladies, The Nebraskn
State band intersperscd the procesdings

COLD BLOODED MURDER OF THE FIREMAN

Fhtre Weore Only Twolve Passengers on
the Traln, bat They Woere ALl Armed
and Used Thetre Gons Bravery

SAN ANtoxto, Tex., Juno 28 ~The  boldess
attempt at tealn robbers that ever occurred
In Texas or the whole country ocourred this
afternoon about 2 o'clock near the villago of
Brockinridge, In Wilson county, thirty miles
south of (hiscity. ko tralu held up was
the San Antonio & Aransas Pass paesenger
No. 4, loaving heroat 120 m.

The train was in charge of Conductor Ed
Steele, Engloneer Miko Tiernoy and Fireman
Murtin, all of San Antonio. It consisted of
throo day conches, express car and combings
tion baggage and wail car, At Breckinridge
the trafn stopped to take witer ang us sho
pulled out three men boarded the plind bags
guge, but were so guarded that they wore
not spen by the tram crow, The ongincer
pulled out at n speed of about fiftoen miles
per hour and had just entored o sharp curve
a few hundred yards from the tank, when &
robber climbed upon the tender and with a
A%caliber pistol in each hand threw the guns
down upon the engineer and firembn,

Killed the Firem n,

“Throw up your hands, — — you,” sad
tho robber to the men, This remark was
the fivst intlmation that they had of being
hiell up. Tierney threw up his hands, but
Murtin made a movement as though ho was
nbout 1o secure o pistol from a box under his
seat. The robher then began pouring lead
into Martin and emptied one six-shooter Into
tis body, keoping Tierney covered all the
time with the other pistol,  Martin foll aead
and his body rollea out of the eab of the
enging on the track whoere it wos run over
by the wheels and mutilnted.

The other two triin robbers, when they
saw the dead body fall from the cab, jumped
from their position on the baggage car to the
e plutform and made for the brush. Thers
were but twelve passengzers on the tram and
ench was armaed with o six-shooter. When
they heard the fiving thoy rislied upon the
platforms and as the two rovbbers rushed
into the brush a volley was fired after them.

The robber, May, wno killea the fireman,
soeing that he had been deserted, made n
last desperate effort at capruring the train
single handed.  He jumped into the eab and

ordered Enginecr Tierney to van the train .

aeross Indian river belidgo, The engineer,
instead of complying, put on the air brakes
and the train enme wo o standstill,

The rolibey then grasped the throttle and
threw her wide open,
